ABOUT NATIONAL BANKS. 


As the q:testion of the retirement of 
the national bank circulation has be 
come one of the political issues, 
the following facts and figures, ob- 
tained from the comptroller of 
the currency, by the Washington 
Post, and bearing un the question of 
the profits accruing to the banks 
from the present system, and also the 
number of banks which have gone into 
voluntary hquidation, wil be of inter 
est to the public. 

It is claimed that these figures show 
that the banks themselves would favor 
the abolishment of the system, as be- 
ing to their ownadvantage The capital 
of the 2,073 banks is st» ted as $363,372,- 
854, the income from which, when 
loaned at eight per cent., 
would amount to $29,069,828. 
The difference between this sum and 
the present income of the banks from 
their bonds and circulation, which is 
$38,714,146, is $9,644 317. This is shown 


by tha following table:

The figures seem to show that the 
banks are managing to scrape along in 
spite of the cry of no profits. 

But the strong point made is, that so 
many benks are voluntarily going into 
liquidation. The number of banks 
that have done so from November Ist, 
1877, to date, are as follows: Seventeen 
with a capital of $50,000, one with 
$60,000, one with $80 000, eleven with 
$100,000, five with $200,000, one with 
$300 000, two with $500,000, making 
thirty-eight banks with a total capital 
of 84 390 000. During the past year 
nearly the same number, namely, 36, 
went into voluntary liquidation, repre~ 
senting about the same amount of cap- 
ital. But as a set off, both last year end 
this, a large number of new banks were 
organized, with ap aggregate capital 
reaching the amount represented by 
the liquidated bank.

Please 
give me this information. 1 want something 
reliable so 1 can act on at, hence 1 apply to 3 to — 
va luas le paper. 

This is sometimes called “‘wild clover“ — 
sometimes Japan clover,” ugacthe latter 
name is erroneously applſed. e Japan clover 
is quite a O@ffferent plant, The Bespideza ap- 
peared ail over the slate in 1864 and 1865, oo ver- 
ing uncultivated fields, roadsides, and places in 
the woods where the ground was desitute of 
lea ves. It was known to few people in Georgia 
before the war, among others, Mr. Thomas B 
Goulding, of tiiis city, who is quite learned as a 
botanist; but its «xistenee was not wide-spread 
vo as to attract general attention until 1864 and 
since thet time. 

We co not know of any case of this plant ex- 
terminating Bermuda grass, or of any experi- 
ment or observa.ion in that line, but suppose it 
will not, We do not believe that any growth 


‘will do this, unles it is a thick, thrifty growth 


of oak and hickory trees, or something equiva- 
lent. Bermuda can be destroyed by breaki 
the so@ with a shallow running colter piow 
the early spring, and then tearing it up with a 
shaliow running plow m hot, dry weather in 
summer, shaking the dirt from the broken sod 
aud leaving it on thegrcund to die. It must not 
be turned under if you wish to destroy it, 

If you wish to manure it and have sheep, pen 
them oa the grass in the fall and winter, end 
acarify the surface in the spring. ; 

THE TOBACCO CROP, 

We have received a couple of letters asking 
about saving this crop. if the writers will refer 
to back numbers of THs’ Consfrvrion they 
will find fall directions om the subject. When 
the leaf assumes a yellowish, epoited appearance 
the tobacco is ripe, and should de cut. After 
catting, split the stalk and hang on a suck te 
cute, Jetting them remain in the.eun a day and 
a hall, men hang the stich e a barn or sone 
Other to cure.

WaTRRING TREES AND PLANTS

In former numberg o Consrirurion, we 
have jrequentiy written about wheat, in this 
number however, we will make some sugges- 
tions 1. reply to one or two letters received da- 
ring last week. 

Some farmers sow their wheat too thick; if 
‘hinner, it will yield more grain and of better 
y. ity I is less Mable to diseas: ; it will gfow 
ot voice uniform height, which it easier 
to save. Another reason, the soil is. not 
boaus.cd in making go much straw, cons¢quen 
there is mag plant tbe grain. Whutre two 
thick, che growth of the plant is apt to be re- 
tarded, rerfering t more liable to rust and oth- 
er diseases. Aga matter of course in determin- 
ing the quantity to be used, the sol® is ¢ondi- 
tion aud the variety of wheat has a on 
the subject. 


Where the gains are buried too deep, the nour. 
ishment is exhausted belore the plant reaches 
the surface, and this too at a time when this 
nourishment or support is needed. 

Wheat land shouid be dry; make it so by drain- 
age if n6cessary Some days before sowing, break 
the ground deep; belore breaking, manure 
should be applied broadcast If you have it, 
stable manure is excellent. Use a ferilfzéf rich 
in phosphoric acid, potash and ammonia. If 
giabie manure is used, scatter it on evenly. II 
guano, distribute some three hundred pounds 
per acre, evenly. Do noi turn the manure under 
too deep, else it will not be of much use to the 
plant. The land should be loose and free from 
clods. 

There are some troubles in wheat growing. 
Sometimes when wheat land is summer fallows 
od and freed of grasg, the crop is not troubic.. by 
the Hessian fly. 

Thorotgh drainage, geod land, and a quick, 
Vigorous growth will otteu pave wheat from the 
aust. Some farmers ba ve been successful in 
preserving their wheat from rust, dy sewing 


ture of salt and unslacked lime in equal quanti- 
ties; making two applications a intervals of ten 
days. By using preveotives, smut will not 
troubie wheat. 
In short, tomake a good wheat crop, there 
should be a dry soil, summer W and a lib- 
ly of fertilizers. 
A ONE HUNDRED-ACRE Fae, 

pg farmer writes us word that he in- 
ng to live ona hundred acre farm he 
near town, and asks some advice, He 
writes that he hag, eizty-six acres in woods, 
which, at present, he does not wish to touch, 
leaving thirty-four acre of open land. We 
would say to him, make every acre of the thirty- 
four available in raising somthing that will be 
of service. Raise good crops, atthe same time 
increase the fertility of the soil. He should 
raise Varieus grains, and grasscs, luscious fruit. 
beautifui flowers, have a fine selection of stock 
and domestic animals, all profitable, at the same 
time adding to the pieasures of his home. Our 
young farmer triend must remember, however, 
that wsanuring will be the life of his thirty-iour 
acres—they ust be rich and. closely cultivated. 
If he will do full justice to his land, he may 
find its capability almost unlimited, But the 
thirty-four acres—suppose he should try eleven 
actes in corn, five for wheat, five for oats, five 
for grasses. two for potatoes; one for rye, three 
for orchards, one apare secre for pasture, aad one 
acre for house, barn and garden. Here is quite 
a variety, and if manured and highly cu:tivated 
should not only feed his fan lly, but affurd a 


surplus for market.

We sometimes hear farmers say, My sheep cost 
me nothing, and occasionally we read an article 
on sheep culture which throws out the same 
“idea Now, a #heep that costes nothing le pretiy 
much like all valueless articles, not worth
